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capabilities be made available , and that a focal point for coordination 
of the entire array of missions ©sdst® to ensure that &U necessary 
missions are performed with the greatest possible dispatch. 

d. The Special Group win eoatiau© to review and authorise all 
peacetime peripheral and overflight reconnaissance operation© and other 
sensitive reconnaissance operation© which fall within the scope of this 
charter. Should any mice ions b© contemplated which are not normally so 
reviewed, it will be the responsibility of the parties in this charter 
arrangement to easoiro non -into rfesrence of missions , lacking specific 
instructions to the contrary. 

e. Reconnaissance mission planning will be In response to re** 
quirameats validated fey appropriate authority (such authority includes 
Secretary of Defense, U3IB, JC3, and may Include in ©pedal Instance©, 
by concurrence. Unified and Specified Commands, DXA and NSA) or in 
response to special request of appropriate authority. 

f. Specific and detailed planning for rocoranaiee&nce mission 
support and operations, which ale© epee If lea mission control, will 
generally be conducted according to th© following "normal partitioning. " 

JC3 -- Peripheral flight®, corridor flights, special missions,

Contingency plans will fe® prepared fey 3CS and NRO a© re- 
quired fey the authorities listed in paragraph a. »-■ above, and following 
normal partitioning unless otherwise Instructed (®c® para g. , below). 
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^ This "normal partitioning” can b® perturbed by this Secretary 
of Defen ©5) o rather higher authority to accommodate new or special 
situations. In' particular, the Secretary of Defense or other higher 
authority may request either JCS or NRO to prepare plans for special 
situations or operations, and may request a transfer of mission control. 
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h. A joint operational entity is necessary to ensure complete 
and comprehensive planning and coordination. This is obtained through 
an expanded JRC which concurrently servos the operational needs of the 
NRO and J CS • 


i, la accordance with th© normal mission partitioning of f. , res- 
ponsibility for preparation of final mission execute orders and release 
will be assumed by the JCS for missions under their control, and by the 
Director, NRO for all operation© under his control, including both CIA 
and DOD aircraft missions. 

j. Under th® terms of this arrangement the JRC functions and 
responsibilities will be enlarged, and appropriate additional officers 
brought in, to handle additional NRQ duties aa prescribed later, while 
maintaining current JRC function® and responsibilities. 

In the performance of thee® several duties th® JRC will be used 
as a directly integrated organisational entity by both JCS and NRO, 
reporting directly to these groups. Bsssus® of hts several responsibilities 
under this arrangement, the Chairman, JRC, will be selected by the JCS 
with the concurrence of the Director, NRO.

a. The Chairman of the JRC also will serve as Deputy for 
Operations, NRO Staff. 

b. In his capacity as Deputy for Operations, NRO Staff, and in 
accordance with, and limited by, the Instruction© of the Director, NRO, 
the Chairman of the JRC will manage the NRO/Airer&ft Operations Center 
(AOC), end supervise the NRO /Satellite Operations Center (ROC). 
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c. The HRO/AGC may be augmented by personnel presently 
assigned to the CIA Operations Office and other appropriate organisations 
within DOD, by joint agreement. 

d. The NRO/AOC will be physically located Within the Pentagon, 
to provide for maximum use of communications and other facilities,, and 
to afford maximum ease of contact with JUG, situation rooms, etc. 
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
